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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending July 
15 was down 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but 
was 15 per cent above the corresponding period last year 
and for the first half of this year was 7 per cent above 
last year according to the New York Times Business Ac- 
tivity Index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
down 5 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were 6 
per cent above the corresponding period of last year. For 
the first 6 months of the year, freight car loadings were 
4 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 8 per 
cent in June from May, 14 per cent from June 1949 and 
7 per cent for the first half of this year as compared 
with the same period last year. 

Life Insurance Sales dropped 2 per cent in June from 
May but were 13 per cent above June 1949 and for the 
first 6 months of the year were 9 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was up 3 per cent in June from May 
and 18 per cent from June 1949 and for the first half of 
this year were 4 per cent above last year. 

Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in June 
from May and 13 per cent from June 1949 and 9 per cent 
for the first half of the year as compared with last year. 

Steel Production dropped 2 per cent in June from May 
but was 25 per cent above June 1949 and for the first 
half of the year was 2 per cent above last year. The steel 
industry operated at 99 per cent of capacity in June. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 2 per cent in June 
from May and 30 per cent from June 1949, but for the 
first 6 months of the year was 10 per cent below the 

same period last year. 

Manufacturing Employment was up 2 per cent in June 
from May and 6 per cent from June 1949 and for the first 
half of the year was 1 per cent below last year.

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 7 per cent in June 
from May, 15 per cent from June 1949, and 5 per cent for 
first half of the year as compared with last year. 


Life Insurance Sales were up 1 per cent in June from 
May, 14 per cent from June 1949 and 3 per cent for the 
first half of the year as compared with last year. 


Agricultural Income dropped 4 per cent in June from 
May, was 2 per cent below June 1949 and for the first half 
of the year was 1 per cent under last year. As compared 
with June 1949, income from meat animals, dairy products 
and grains increased, but there was a decline in income 
from poultry and eggs. For the first 6 months of the year, 
as compared with last year, there was an increase in in- 
come from meat animals and grains but a decrease from 
dairy products and poultry and eggs. 


Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in June 
from May, 15 per cent from June 1949 and 8 per cent 
for the first half of the year as compared with last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was up 13 per cent in June 
from May, 50 per cent from June 1949 and 10 per cent for 
the first 6 months of the year as compared with last year. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded dropped 5 per cent in June from May but 
was up 41 per cent from June 1949 and for the first half 
of the year was 47 per cent above last year. For the first 
half of the year, as compared with last year, nonresiden- 
tial was up 4 per cent and Public Works and Utilities 
was up 13 per cent. 


Retail Sales of independent stores were up 4 per cent in 
June from May, 13 per cent from June 1949 and 5 per cent 
for the first half of the year as compared with last year. 


Department Store Sales were down 9 per cent in June 
from May, were fractionally below June 1949 and for first 
half of the year were 3 per cent below last year.

Pay Rolls in Manufacturing were up 4 per cent in 
June from May, 15 per cent from June 1949 and 4 


per cent for the first half of the year as compared 
with last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of 
contracts awarded, dropped fractionally in June 
from May, but was 42 per cent above June 1949 and 
for the first 6 months of the year was 53 per cent 
above last year. For the first half of 1950 residential 
construction was up 100 per cent, non-residential 
construction was up 32 per cent and Public Works 
and Utilities was up 18 per cent. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were up 3 per 
cent in June from May, 13 per cent from June 1949 
and 5 per cent for the first half of the year as com- 
pared with last year. 

Department Store Sales were down 2 per cent 
in June from May, but were 4 per cent above June 
1949 and for the first 6 months of the year were 1 
per cent below last yefir. 

Commodity Prices at wholesale were up 1 per cent 
in June from May and 2 per cent from June 1949 and 
for the first half of 1950 wholesale prices averaged 2 
per cent below last year. Food prices at retail were 
up 2 per cent in June from May, and were fraction- 
ally above June 1949 and for the first half of the 
year were 2 per cent below last year.

curred in the medium-large size firms, 50-99 employees, 
while the highest occurred in the largest-size firms, 100- 
199 employees. The small firms paid their employees, on 
the average, middle-of-the-way wages—not the highest 
nor the lowest. By October 1947, the level of earnings 
had moved up considerably for all size firms. The great- 
est relative increase, 53 per cent, occurred in the size 
group 10-29 employees, while the smallest relative in-

crease, 35 per cent, took place in the next largest size 
group, 30-49 employees. The larger firms, 100-199 em- 
ployees, still paid, on the average, the highest wages. 
By February 1949, all size groups but the largest ex- 
perienced relative increases in average weekly earnings 
per employee. The relative increases in the smaller firms 
were greater than in the larger firms, with the result 
that the smaller-size firms were paying, on the average, 
the highest wages. Average weekly earnings in Febru- 
ary 1950 were down from the levels in February 1949. 
The smaller firms which had the greatest relative in- 
creases in average weekly earnings per employee by 
February 1949 also had relatively greater decreases in 
February 1950 as compared with February 1949. In spite 
of these greater decreases in the average weekly earn- 
ings per employee in the smaller stores, their wages 
were still as much or greater than in the larger firms. 


Retail Trade 


Average weekly earnings per employee in retail firms 
in October 1947 registered wide differences as between 
the various size firms. Employee earnings were highest 
in the smaller-size stores (firms employing less than 100 
persons). All firms paid their employees more in Oc- 
tober 1947 than they did in October 1942, but the varia- 
tions by size of firms were still present. The smaller 
stores remained the higher paying stores. Employee 
earnings registered further gains in February 1949. The 
variations in average employee earnings between the 
different size stores became less over the period Oc- 
tober 1947 to February 1949. In February 1950 as com- 
pared with February 1949, average weekly earnings per 
employee decreased in many of the smaller-size firms 
while employee earnings averaged more in the larger- 
size firms. These changes were such as to bring the 
average weekly earnings of employees pretty much in 
line regardless of size of store. 


Service Establishments 


Employee earnings in service establishments in Oc- 
tober 1942 were only slightly less for those workers in 
establishments employing less than 30 persons than for 
employees in the larger firms. While employee earnings 
were up for all employees regardless of size of firm by 
October 1947, increases were relatively more for the 
smaller firms than for the larger firms. Despite these 
larger relative increases, the smaller firms still paid less 
than the larger establishments. From October 1949 to 
February 1950, the pattern of the changes in average 
weekly earnings was about the same as it was between 
the period October 1942 to October 1947. Earnings of 
employees in the establishments employing less than 10 
persons had increased by February 1949, however, to 
the point where they were almost as much as those ol 
employees in the largest establishments. Weekly earn- 
ings of employees in February 1950 as compared with 
February 1949 were down in the smaller and in the 
larger-size firms, but were up in the medium-size firms. 
In general, the variations in average weekly earnings 
per employee were only slight as between the different 
size firms.
